- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview included explanations of the rejections set forth in the 
Final Office Action and suggestions for possible changes to the claim language that could help put the claim limitations 
in better condition for allowance or appeal. 

It was noted that the claim language describing the network connections and transmission of information was 
confusing. It was suggested that the distinguishing aspects of the steps involved in the claims be better clarified, such 
as reciting a more specific definition of real time updates so as to better differentiate over the applied art. It was also 
suggested that Applicant point to specific lines in the originally filed specification that support the amended claims. 

With regards to Applicant's request for an interview that was included in the amendment of March 4, 2004, Examiner 
notes that no copy of form 41 3A, Applicant Initiated Interview Request Form, was received at that time. 

Examiner will reconsider the references in light of amendments made that clarify the claims without changing the scope 
of the claims; however, any amendment which changes the scope of the claims would require new search and 
consideration and would not be entered after Final Rejection. 
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
